| Russian Positions Stormed. 
T* Telegraph publishes a report from 


Mr. Bennet Burleigh (Tokio) as follows— 

‘The following official dispatch has 
| been received here from the commander 
| of the Taku-shan army, giving details of the 
operations which resulted in the capture of the 
| Fen-chu-ling Pass: Our force, in three columns, 
advanced on June 26 from Kang - pan -kau 
| towards Fen-cbu-ling. The Kamada detachment 
advanced from ‘Ta-sun-po against the enemy’s 
right flank, while the Marui detachment moved 
from Chieh-kuo-ting against the rear of the 
enemy's right flank, and the Tojo detachment 
protected the Marui detachment's rear. On 
June 26 the Tojo detachment attacked the

As soft 
food, let them have well- -prepared biscuit-meal, scalded 
with the liquid from boiled nes or ment-seraps and 
mixed with cooked vegetables and fiue sharps, and give 
this to them gri and in a cold state; for grain, use a 
mixture of smal! wheat and good onts. Abundance of 
succulent food, such as sods of grass with plenty of mould, 
weeds from the garden, and, in fact, any greenstuff pulled 
from the earth and given fresh, will be found extremely 

beneficial, as will also allowing the birds to drink “ nettle- 
tea” or using the liquid to те the q^ me food.
